This letter replies to the Patent Term Adjustment letter issued by the U.S. Patent 
Office on March 30, 2005, in response to the Applicant's Application for Patent Term 
Adjustment filed on October 15, 2004. 

According to the Patent Office's letter of March 30, 2005, the request for 
reconsideration was held in abeyance subject to the issuance date being set by the Office of 
Patent Publications. The Applicant was advised that a letter may be submitted to the Office 
within two months of the issuance of the patent if, at the time of issuance of the patent, the 
appropriate adjustment under 37 C.F.R. § 1.702(b) had not been accorded. The patent issued 
on June 21, 2005 and according to Patentee's calculations the appropriate adjustment under 
37 C.F.R. §1. 702(b) has not been accorded. 

The term of the patent has been adjusted by 157 days. Patentees' Assignee hereby 
requests that the term of the patent be adjusted by a total of 277 days. 

According to the Patent Term Adjustment History on Public PAIR, the Patent Office 
has accorded the Patentee with a delay of 120 days due to the filing of a "Miscellaneous 
Letter" on October 13, 2004. A copy of the Patent Term Adjustment History for the 
referenced patent is attached as Exhibit A The "Miscellaneous Letter" is a "Response to 
Notice of Allowance" requesting the initialing of PTO form PTO/SB08a filed with the Patent 
Office on September 15, 2005.

§1.312 after issuance of a Notice of Allowance, Patentees and their Assignee do not believe 
that the accord of the 120 day delay is justified and ask that the accord of the 120 day delay 
be removed. With the removal of the 120 day Applicant delay, the Patent Term Adjustment 
History should read: USTPO Delay (PTO): 493 days and Applicant Delay (APPL): 216 
days. Therefore, the Total PTA should read 277 days.
